ishment for wholesale liquor dealers who
violate the liquor laws was contained in an
opinion handed down by Judge Mages yes-
terday.

The opinion was on the case of James
Tuitle, s wholesale dealer at the corper of
Smallman and Thirty-first streets. The di-
reetors of the Springfield sub-school district
filed a petition on September 13, asking for
araleon Tuitle to show cause why hs
licease should not be revoked. They stated
that his plasce sdjoios the schoolyard, and
that Jiguor is sold and consumed on the
premises,and much drunkenness and rowdy-
ism was caused in the neighborhood to the
detriment of the morals of the school chil-
dren,

POINT RAISED BY A LAWYER,

Tuitle denied the charges, and his attor-
ney raised the point that violations of the
liquor laws by a wholesale dealer cannot be
punished by revoking his license, but must
be punished under the acis of Assembly by
prosecution, &nd in no other way.

Judge Magee, in his opinion, ruled on the
legal question. He said that thenct of May
13, 1847, authorizes the revoeation of retail
licenses on proof of viclation of the law.
In the wholesslers' act of May 24, 1887, there
is no provision as a limitation on the righc
to sell liquors, except they shall not sell less
than a quart, and fiXes no penalty whatever
for violations of the law. It isnotintended,
however, that the aet of May 24, 1887, con-
tains the only regulation to which wholesale
dealers were to subjected. If that con-
struction be placed on the act, they would
be exempt from punishment.

In his opinion, Judge Magee =aid, the
matter would be simplified by taking the
sct o/ May 24 as s supplement to the act of
May 13, aud the same penalties applied;
but as this construction bas not been ac-
cepted, they must look to the general lawa.

AN ACT AS A GENERAL LAW,

They have the act of March 31, 1856, as a
general law, except 1n so far as 1ts pro-
visions are altered, modified and repesaled
by subsequent legisiation. The subsequent
geperal acts were of 1858, 1859, 1867 and
1875. The act of 18356 provides that for the
first violation by 8 wholesale dealer, upon
conviction there shall be a fine of
from $10 to $100, and wupon the
second ocouvietion a fine aod from
one to three months' imprisonment, a
forfeiture of the license and the culprit in-
capacitated for receiving license for five
years thereatter, These penalties are
changed by the act of 1875, which mukes the
fine, upon conviction, ior the first offense
from $200 to $500, and for conviction ot the
second offense 4 fine of from §500 to §1,000
and imprisonment of from three months to a
year, with a revocation of the license and
the person to be incapacitated for receiving
a license for five yeara.

1o conclusion J{ldp Magee says: “From
my examination o! the luw, I sm of the
opinion that the pensalties for violations of
the law by wholesale dealers are to be found
in the sectious of the acts referred to, and
that no revoecation of the license can be de-
clared except upon couviction for the second
oftense in Lhe Court of Quarter Sessions.”’

The rule against Tuitle was discharged.

AN EARLY HEARING OF THE POOR FARM

The Supreme Court Advances Mr. Straab’s
Protest a Peg or Two-Hegular Argn-
ment List Again Taken Up—Some Im-
portant Cases Argued Yesterday.

Theappeal of August Schoeider, certiorari
to Common Pleas No. 2, was the next argn-
ment. The cese is over the title to a cer-
tain piece of land in the Fourth ward, Al-
legheny, The appeal is on the sustainiog
of & masier’s report.

The appeal of Samuel 8. McEenney and
wife Viols ffom Commeon Pleas No. 1, was
argued by J. 8. Ferguson, Esq. This suit
grows out of trouble in a limited partner-

-ghip, snd the suit was an action in assump-

sit lo recover certain moneys alleged to have
been withheld. The case was tried twice;
the first time the jury disagreed, and on the
second trial a verdiot fjor 61 cents was
given, and a new rial asked for, which was
not allowed. The appeal is irom the re-
fusal.
ANOTHER PEXNSY APPEAL.

The appeal of the Pennsylvania Company
from a certiorari to Common Pleas No, 1,
was next taken up. This cuse was an action
of trespass  brought by Mary E Grabam,
who, 1o stepping trom the platform in Alle-
gheny, fell and broke her leg. Suit was
entered and a verdiet for damagesin the
sun of §3,000 given her. The errors slleged
are that the Conrt erred in admitting certain
evidence, also in the charge to the jury.

Willisam Engel vs the city of Plutsburg
was the next argument.
